Councilmember Catania at 
December FBA Meeting 


The December meeting of the Foggy Bottom Association 
will feature Councilmember-at-Large David A. Catania as the 
main speaker. The event is set for Monday, December 3, at the 
Melrose Hotel, 2430 Pennsylvania Avenue, N.W., at 7:30 p.m. 
All residents are welcome and encouraged to attend. 

Catania was first elected to the D.C. Council in a 1997 spe- 
cial election and re-elected to a four-year term in 1999. His leg- 
islative interests are numerous, and current projects are: work- 
ing toward an elected attorney general for the city; affordable 
housing; and increasing opportunities for D.C. residents, espe- 
cially those without higher education, to become apprentices in 
the building trades and similar occupations. An ongoing interest 
is strengthening the role of and resources available to Advisory 
Neighborhood Commissions, including a centralized office to 
provide support to ANGs. 

Councilmember Catania is an energetic and articulate speaker 
who will share with those attending insight into and information on 
the city’s problems and the Council’s responses to those problems. 

There will also be a presentation by GWU representatives on 
the plans for dormitories at 23rd Street and Virginia Avenue. The 
FBA, as well as GWU, wants residents to learn about these projects.

The _ Board of _ Zoning 
Adjustment, on November |, 
issued a “Proposed Order on 
Remand,” designed to 
strengthen and clarify its pre- 
vious Order of March 29, 
2001, on the George Washing- 
ton University Campus Plan. 
The order had been the sub- 
ject of a suit by the University. 
Parties to the case were given 
until November 13 to file ex- 
ceptions and objections to the 
proposed Order. 


ANC: “Don’t Include 
1957 E” 


Advisory Neighborhood 
Commission 2A, in its re- 
sponse, voiced strenuous 
objection to the possible in- 
clusion within campus bound- 
aries of 1957 E Street, which 
is now under construction 
even though the Zoning 
Commission has yet to rule on 
GWU’s application for 
modification of the Planned 
Unit Development previously 
approved for the property. 

The ANC filing also ob- 
jected to the Order’s proposal 
that the “base number,” for 
purposes of calculating the 
percentage of students to be 
housed on campus, be set at 
8,000. (The undergraduate en-

DOT “Illegally Usurps” 
27th Street Lot

One Thursday in October 
Foggy Bottom fur began to fly, 
followed by angry faxes and 
phone calls within the District 
government as well. 

The cause was the incredi- 
bly hasty erection of fences and 


the asphalting of a portion of 


the large land area south of K 
Street and west of 27th Street. 
The calls came from concerned 
residents, and richocheted 
among movers and shakers in 
our neighborhood (Ed Gable 


of the Griffin, Barbara 
Spillinger ` and Jacqueline 


Lemire of the FBA, Barbara 
Kahlow of the Westbridge, and 
ANC Commissioner Maria 
Tyler, to name a few). 

Then calls were placed to 
Councilmember Jack Evans, 


and to the Department of 
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Parks and Recreation (DPR), 
whom we correctly under- 
stood to have gained jurisdic- 
tion over the property on July 
18; 2001. The “usurpation” 
turned out to be the work of 
the Department of Public 
Works’ Division of Trans- 
portation (DOT), which ap- 
peared to have unknowingly 
trespassed on DPR property. 
The area was to be used to 
store equipment involved in 
the work on M Street in 
Georgetown for about two 
years, after which it would be 
restored to parkland. 

A prompt “cease and de- 
sist” order went out from 
DPR for DOT to vacate the 
parkland, and at least one 
DOT official, Bill Rice, 
agreed that the parking lot 
should and would be re- 
moved. An initial “remove”

I am writing in response to 
a recent occurrence that took 
place at my residence on New 
Hampshire Avenue . . . when 
someone glued three pieces of 
paper to my car windows be- 
cause he felt I was illegally 
parked in my own driveway. 
Apparently [he thought] my car 
was protruding out into the 
sidewalk. Though I know it was 
not, that is not the matter of 
concern. The problem is a resi- 
dent took it upon himself to 
take the law into his own hands. 
I am a GW student and be- 
cause of the volatile town-gown 
relations in this area I have never 
felt completely comfortable since 
moving into this house. This in- 
cident with my car only height- 
ened my discomfort, as I thought 
I was targeted because our 
house is full of GW students. 
After talking with some 
of our neighbors, however, I 
found that this was not an iso- 
lated incident. I have met two 
residents that also had signs 
taped or glued to their car win- 
dows. In one case, the car was 
a Jeep Wrangler and the plastic 
cover was ruined by the glue. 
Apparently, there are a 
number of residents who think 
they know who this individual 
is, yet no one has been able to 
stop this from happening... . 
The signs read: “Illegally 
Parked—Dont Trash Foggy

Party Too Noisy? Call 311 

The officers of the Second 
District should be called if 
neighbors are causing distur- 
bances. D.C. law is clear: “It is 
the declared public policy of 
the District that every person 
is entitled to ambient noise 
levels that are not detrimental 
to life, health, and enjoyment 
of his or her property.” One 
section of the law also pro- 
hibits “noise disturbance by 
the operation, use, or playing 
of any musical instrument or 
device, loud speaker, or other 
similar device . . . on private 
property or public space.” 

The MPD has a duty to 
enforce this law, and may issue 
a verbal warning and allow a 
reasonable time for violations 
to cease. Further, it allows “a 
fine not to exceed $300 or im- 
prisonment not to exceed 10 
days, or both.” According to 
the police, the warning is often 
enough, but if the officers 
must return to stop the noise, 
or if they are shown excessive 
disrespect, the offenders can 
and may be arrested. 

Lt. David Hutchinson of

has assigned one of his night- 
shift officers to monitor the 
area for violations. He recom- 
mends that residents not hesi- 
tate to call for help, and if no 
one comes, call again!

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Campus Plan, from page 1 
rollment was 6,857 when 
GWU first filed its case in the 
fall of 1999, and 7,881 on 
February 13, 2001, the date of 
the Board’s first decision in 
the case.) ANC-2A argues that 
accepting the 8,000 under- 
graduate enrollment figures 
“rubber-stamps GWU’s prior 
increase as a fait accompli and 
rewards GWU for ignoring the 
Comprehensive Plan and ig- 
noring the concerns expressed 
by ANC-2A, OP [Office of 
Planning] and other parties 
throughout this case regarding 
the uncontrolled growth of 
GWU ’s undergraduate student 
population.” 


FBA Agrees on 
Enrollment 


The Foggy Bottom Asso- 
ciation also expressed concern 
over the phenomenal growth 
in undergraduate enrollment 
from 6,339 to 8,044, or 26.9%, 
in just three years, without a 
commensurate increase in 
available on-campus housing, 
and without any attempt to 
adhere to the  Board’s 
February 13 expressed de- 
mand that the numbers be 
curtailed. FBA’s other major 
concern is campus plan en- 
forcement which, if feels, 
must be dealt with in specific 
detail in the final Order. 

Professor Sol Shalit, rep- 
resenting two parties to the 


case, also criticized the bench- 
mark enrollment figure and 
expressed his fear that the 
Order as written does little to 
encourage the University to 
“reduce the total number of 


students . . . living outside the © 


campus in Foggy Bottom/West 
End in University-provided 
housing .. . [but rather] en- 
courages it to substitute 
graduate students for under- 
graduates.” 


GWU Replies 


In a strongly worded, care- 
fully-crafted and detailed sub- 
mission, GWU took issue with 
almost every paragraph of the 
written Order. It argued that 
the Order “is not supported by 
the factual record and imposes 
conditions which violate the 
rights of the University and its 
students,” and that the “condi- 
tions imposed are unparalleled 
in the annals of zoning regula- 
tions of institutions of higher 
education.” Two provisions 
were singled out for particular 
attention, namely, that the 
Order: 

(1) “. ... denies GW the 
right to count existing beds in 
university facilities one to two 
blocks from the campus oper- 
ated as a matter of right under 
District zoning regulations.” 
In support of this argument, 
the University contends that 
recent purchases and leases in 
Foggy Bottom/West End (the 
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Howard Johnson, the St. 
James Hotel ~ and 2424 
Pennsylvania Avenue) re- 
placed transients and therefore 
did not lessen the supply of 
available housing stock for 
permanent residents. 

(2) “. . . refuses to recog- 
nize any carve-out in the 
housing calculation for stu- 
dents who should not, or can- 
not, be housed in campus fa- 
cilities: These. Inchide- a 
reported 2,085 commuters 
who reside outside of the 
Foggy Bottom/West End area, 
and an estimated 410 who do 
not qualify for or may with 
purpose not elect to reside on 
campus. Subtracting this total 
from the current undergradu- 
ate population of approxi- 
mately 8,050 would mean 
5,555 students would require 
housing—45 less than the 
number of beds (5,600) man- 
dated in the Order. 

Throughout its text, the 
University argues that the 
record shows that the commu- 
nity does not claim that stu- 
dents per se are objectionable, 
but that it is the number of 
students that have brought 
about alleged “objectionable 
impact.” The University sub- 
mits that “students are as wor- 
thy to live in these neighbor- 
hoods as any other resident.” 

The Final Order is sched- 
uled to be released December 
l1.

Street, which the college has 
converted to dormitory hous- 
ing, classrooms, large lecture 
halls, and the Elliott School of 
International Studies. The 
university presented its case

GWU had applied for a 
modification of the planned 
unit development (PUD) ap- 
proved in 1993. The ANC has 
requested it not be granted be- 
cause the GWU project “is a 
fundamental change to the 
purpose, benefits, and ameni- 
ties” included in the earlier- 
granted PUD. That PUD 
called for an office building 
and condominium apartment 
units for all residents, not for 
student-only. dormitory use. 
As reported in the November 
FBNews, the West End 
Citizens Association agreed to 
support the university’s plans 
in return for added retail space 
there and in another GW 
building, restricted loading 
dock and construction hours, 
use of the building to house 
only upperclass and graduate 
students,-and funds for a re- 
duced- or no-charge meal pro- 
gram at Sholl’s Cafeteria. 


ANC Meeting Has 
Full Agenda 


The November 13 meet- 
ing of the ANC considered a 
long list of topics discussed at 
length by the Commissioners, 
outside speakers, and inter- 
ested residents. Several are 
the subject of separate articles 
in this issue (Square 37, the 
site of the West End Library, 
and the Division of Trans- 
portation’s “illegal usurpation” 
of parkland at 27th & K 
Streets). 

The subject of dormito- 
ries on both sides of 23rd 
Street at Virginia Avenue pre- 
sented by GWU at the last 
ANC meeting brought forth 
differing ideas among the 
commissioners. A recurring 
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theme was the lack of infor- 
mation from GWU as to its 
overall plans for providing the 
on-campus housing being re- 
quired by the latest BZA 
order on the campus plan, and 
dissatisfaction at having to 
make decisions on a_piece- 
meal basis. (The Zoning 
Commission has set a hearing 
on the dormitory projects for 
Thursday, December 6, at 6:30 
p.m.) For instance, when 
asked to approve a non-dor- 
mitory addition to Funger 
Hall on its current parking lot, 
they questioned the univer- 
sity’s right to ask for a non- 
dormitory project, and why 
student housing could not be 
built on another parking lot in 
the same square. The Funger 
Hall and another building 
project will be on the Zoning 
Commission agenda on 
Thursday, December 13. 

Agenda items approved 
were the placement of a sculp- 
ture in front of the World 
Bank at 19th and H Streets, a 
resolution about large signs on 
buildings, and a request from 
Primi Piatti for approval of an 
outdoor cafe space. Following 
these less weighty items was a 
somewhat heated discussion 
(the third one) on the large 
office building planned by the 
International Monetary Fund 
in. place of the 19th & 
Pennsylvania Avenue PEPCO 
building. 

The meeting lasted from 
7:00 to 10:30 p.m., leaving all 


„attendees feeling tired and 


buried in too many issues, and 
with more than some sympa- 
thy for the overload the ANC 
has been dealing with for over 
a year.

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Update, from page 4 
zoned R-5-B, but the owner of 
a parking lot on the 23rd 
Street side, James Pedas, 1s 
asking the Zoning Commis- 
sion to consider changing it, 
hopefully for him, to more 
commercial and denser usage. 
Other borders are 24th and L 
Streets, and an alley on the 
north. The Pedas petition does 
not put forth any specific pro- 
posals or building projects. 

The ANC maintains that 
keeping the current zoning 
“will ensure that its use will 
be residential” and will “as- 
sure variety in the streetscape 
of the West End to make the 
neighborhood as attractive as 
possible to current and future 
residents.” In addition, a re- 
port dated November 7 re- 
minds officials of the horren- 
dous traffic situation already 
existing on 22nd, 23rd, 24th 
and L Streets, already at Level 
F, the maximum. It also points 
out that two townhouses 
may be historic, and a moder- 
ate-income apartment build- 
ing “may be the only such

One constant in the life of Olga Corey in recent years was her 
affection for the students at The George Washington University. 
The affection was. reciprocated, as illustrated by letters written in 
her memory by four students who spent time with her. 


Roger Kapoor, President, Student Association (SA) 


More than just a hometown of Chicago, Olga and I shared a 
love for the students of GW. She would always be at our events, 
bringing her light and love to the GW community. We spent 
many times together throughout my time here in Foggy Bottom, 
and I never knew her to be anything but happy, and excited 
about the many opportunities our community offers us. 

Olga is a role model for me and, I feel, anyone else who 
lives in Foggy Bottom. She loved her community and all of its 
residents. There were times we disagreed, sure, but there were 
never times when I felt anything else but respected and listened 
to. She will always have a place in my heart, as she will in the 
hearts of anyone who ever had the chance to be in her company. 

Olga has left us all a legacy of friendship and respect. I will 
spend each day of my life trying to live up to that example. Olga 
wouldn't have it any other way. 


Vice President of 
Community Affairs (2000-2001) 


The first time I met Olga Corey was Labor Day of 2000. 
She appeared fashionably late for a Student Association 
Community Affairs meeting, arriving wearing an “I Love GW 
Students” button and carrying copies of The Hatchet. At first, I 
saw a frail woman and, I will admit, I was not sure what to 
think of her. But the moment I heard her speak I knew there 
was nothing frail about Olga Corey. She meant business. But her 
business was not that of running people out of office or out of 
town. It was a business of caring. Olga cared for people im- 
mensely, and no.one more.than the students of GW. 

I had the pleasure of working with Olga for over a year. I 
worked most closely with her over this past summer. It was dur- 
ing this time that I was able to sit with her and listen to her ideas, 
share in the joy of her many life experiences, and make plans for 
the future. One afternoon, Olga came to visit me in The Hall on 
Virginia Avenue. She sat with me and reviewed GW judicial poli- 
- cies. It was not the most exciting Sunday afternoon topic of con- 
versation, but the company Olga provided made up the differ- 
ence. I bought her a Sprite, generally a small act of kindness. But 
to Olga this meant more than I could ever know. To the last day I 
spoke with her, just a week before her death, she called me “Her 
Sprite boy” and said that she owed me one in return. 

Olga Corey cared. She cared about people, about fair labor, 
and about her friends. People continue to care about her. I 
always did and I always will.

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Campus Plan. When I first met Olga, I could tell that she truly 
cared about GW students and the Foggy Bottom community. 
She was probably the only member of the community who reg- 
ularly showed up at Senate meetings and who was regularly in 
the SA Office. Her insight about the community and her con- 
cerns about students were so helpful to me in crafting a position 
on the Campus Plan that the Senate could adopt. 

I started to get to know Olga better as a person when I 
worked with her and a number of other student leaders on estab- 
lishing the Foggy Bottom Student Community Alliance. I guess 
as a GW student you hear so often that the residents of Foggy 
Bottom are all against the University -and students. When you saw 
Olga wearing her “I Love GW Students” shirt, you knew that we 
had a strong ally in the community.

date of October 19 passed and 
the trucks were still there. No 
“date certain” was given, and 
residents fear DOT is “drag- 
ging its feet.” Responsibility 
for locating an alternate site 
rests with the D.C. Govern- 
ment Services Administration, 
which as of this writing has 
not done so. 

At its November 14 meet- 
ing, ANC-2A adopted a 
lengthy resolution — which 
traced the long and somewhat 
checkered history of this park 
area, the efforts over the years 
by the community to maintain 
it as open space, and deplored 
the failure of DOT to commu- 
nicate its plans to other gov- 
ernment officials and to the 
community in a logical—and 
required—fashion. And of 
course it asked that the “ille- 
gal usurpation” of the park- 
land be terminated. 

One resident mused that 
residents complain that Dis- 
trict agencies fail in their legal 
responsibility to notify the 
community of pending ac- 
tions; in this case “they did 
not talk to each other either.”

Strategies for Coping 
with the Threat of 
Terrorism

As we adjust to the events 
and consequences of Septem- 
ber 11, we can expect our stress 
level to be higher. Therefore, 
practicing effective stress man- 
agement is more important 
than ever. There is a wide 
range of individual differences 
and responses to trauma, and 
sometimes responses can be 
delayed for months. While it is 
normal to be affected by ex- 
traordinary events, over time 
the daily stresses can result in 
an increased risk for physical 
illness and/or depression. 
Listed below are common re- 
sponses to trauma, along with 
seven coping strategies. 

Responses include: changes 
in mood and feelings (irritabil- 
ity, mood swings, or apathy); 
increased anxiety; repeated, 
memories .of events; 
difficulty in concentrating or 
decreased work performance/ 
productivity; disruption in 
usual sleeping or eating pat- 
terns; excessive drinking or 
drug use; sense of loss, sad- 
ness, or grief; and strained in- 
terpersonal relationships.

What To Do to Cope 


While stressful events can 
make us more vulnerable to ill- 
ness and depression, the most 
important variable in the equa- 
tion is you--specifically what 
you do to cope with stress. We 
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have choices about how we deal 

with it, and coping strategies 

can be learned and developed. 

l. Find Balance. Limit expo- 

sure to news, make time 

for leisure, and change 
your scenery. 

Take Good Care of Your- 

self. Get plenty of rest, eat 

healthfully, exercise (re- 
member walking counts!) 

Do things you find sooth- 

ing and relaxing. 

Seek Social Support. Talk 

with others about your 

feelings. 

4. Resume Routines. Don't 
let fear, anxiety, or sad- 
ness keep you from your 
activities. 

5. Think Positively. It can 
keep us healthy, and posi- 
tive learnings can come 
from even the most dis- 
turbing events. 

6. Let go of things beyond 
your control. 

7 *Help Others. Do some- 
thing positive and mean- 
ingful, volunteer, donate 
to charities, help others in 
need, and practice kind- 
ness and patience.
